Claims 1-16 arc currently pending in this application. 

As an initiiU matter. Applicant thanks the Examiner for considering the relcrences cited 
via the hifonnation Disclosure Statement filed on November 7, 2000. as evidenced by the return 
oFan initialled Form PTO/SB/08 to the ollice of the undersigned. 

11. 35 lJ.S,C. §102{e). 

The Examiner rejeels claims 1 , 2, 5, 9, 10 and 14-16 as allegedly being unpatentable over 
JIamada (U.S. Patent No. 6,754,347) under 35 U.SX:. § 102(e). The Examiner provides a 
detailed comparison of each of Applicant's claims, clement by eiement, to the disclosure in 
Hamada citing to specific language within the reference. Applicant rcspectl'ulJy traverses this 
rejection. 

^-1'""^ ^ requires an audio/video producer for inserting the additional information 
supplied from the packet parser into a particular region in the audio and/or video packet supplied 
from the audio/video parser. Tlie Examiner cites lo Hamada at Fig, 6 alleging that '1^1g. 6 shows 
additional information tliat can be added to the packet parser into a particular region" (OA page 
3). The subject matter which the Examiiicr asserts is shown in Fig. 6 is distinguishable from the 
subject matter of claim 1 recited above. While Fig. 6 shows infoniialion '\vhich can be added" 
Applicant claims inserting additional infonnalion into an audio/video packet. Hamada fails to 
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leach or suggest ihc in^icrtion of additional infonnation supplied Iroin a packet pai'scr into a 
particular region in an audio/vidcx) packet. 

Fig. 6 shows a schematic diagram for explaining an extracting method for TS packets of ii 
precietermined stream (col. 2, lines 59-60). Fig, 6 fails to disclose an audio/video producer for 
inserting additional infonnalion supplied from the packet parser into a particular region in the 
audio and/or video packet. Hamada references Fig. 6 and teaches a TS packet containing video 
data of a particular channel is assigned a unique PID conesponding thereto. Thus, to extract a 
TS packet of a desired chi.=innd, the value of the PID assigned to the packet is required. 
Consequently, a I S has a TS packet that contains additional information table PSl tliat represents 
the relation between channels and PlDs (col, 8, lines 8-14). Examples of PSl arc PAT and PMT, 
shown in Fig. 6 (col. 8, lines 15-16), Hamada teaches that the Transport Stream, TS, comprised 
of TS packet.s (Fig. 5), where the 1'S packets already contain the PSl. Hamada fails to disclose 
inserting additional infonnalion supplied from the packet parser into an audio/video packet. 
Hamada leaches extracting a Pil), but does not insert the PID into a packet (col, 9, lines 28-52). 

Hamada, as asserted by the Examiner, extracts TS packets at which a PGR is placed. 
These TS packets have video data and audio data, an<t have a variety of control information with 
reference to PID contained in TS packets. However, as shown in Fig. 6 and described at cof 8, 
lines 3-39, Mamada tenches an extracting method for TS packets of a prcxletennincd channel and 
docs not describe the contents which arc extracted. And further Hamada fails to teach or suggest 
''inserting the additional information into a particular region of the audio/video packet.'' 
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TliLTcin Hamada fails to disclose an audio/video producer for instirting the additional 
infonnalion supplied from ihc packet parser into a particular region in the audio and/or video 
packet supplied from the audio/video parser. At least for this deficiency, the rejection of claim 1 
as being unpatentable by Hamada under 35 U.S.C. §1 02(c) should be withdrawn. 

CI at in 10 contains the subject matter of asserted as grounds lor patentability in claim 1, 
above. An argument analogous to thai presented above is hereby asserted in traversal of the 
rejection of claim 10, Accordingly, withdrawal of the rejection of the claim 10 as being 
anticipated hy Hamada under 35 U.S.C. § 102(c) is deemed proper and is respectfully requested, 

Claiin 2 . Applicant rcspcctfLiliy submits that claim 2 is patentable by virtue of its 
dependence upon an allowable claim und by the following independent grounds. Applicant 
respectfully submits that Hamada fails to disclose '*a plurality of table parsers for outputting 
additional infonnation of the plurality of tabic packets*; as required by claim 2. The Kxaminer 
asserts that Hamada discloses parsing of various information from a plurality of tabic packets 
(Examiner citing Hamada at Fig. 8 and col. 8; POA page 4). 

Hamada teaches a pander 74 {Fig, 8) which extracts a TS packet from the TvS received 
from the P{D extracting protion 71 coiTCSponding to the match signal received from the 
comparing portion and supplies the cxiractcd packet to tenninal 63a (col. 9, lines 53-58). 
However, Hamada fails to disclose a parser which outputs additional infonnation of the plurality 
of table packets. At least for this deficiency the rejection of claim 2 as being unpatentable by 
Hamada under 35 U.S-C. § 1 02(e) should he withdrawn. 
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C\ium 5 . Applicant respectful iy submits that claim 5 is piUcnlable by viituc of its 
dependence upon an nllowiible claim. 

ClfUms 9 . 1 4 and 16 contain the some Siubjcct matter, but depend iiom dilTcrcnl 
independent claitns. Hamcuia discloses, on the broiidcast station side, "Lijn additioiij the Intns- 
mttting unit 1 forms a TS tluU contains digital data of a broadcast program and other necessary 
data..;* (col. 3Jincs 12-14). 

in contnist, claim 9 requires the audio/video data storing apparatus of claim 1, wherein 
said additional infornuUion is image feature information such as a title, a classiUcalion code, a 
lime, content information, energy information and n>otion infonnation of a u$cr desired program. 
Applieant limits additional information as listed above, while TIamada fails to l\irthcr describe 
''neeessary"" data. IJanuida fails to teach that parser 74 analyzes characteristics of energy, motion 
information, and so on. TIius, Hamada fails to disclose the subject matter of claims 9, 14 and 16, 
At least for this deficiency, the rejection of claims 9, 14, and 16 as being unpatentable by by 
Ikwiada under 35 I J.S.C. § 1 02(c) should be withdrawn. 

ClaimJ^ requires, an additional information classifier for parsing the audio and or video 
packet supplied from the input portion and extracting and outputting the additional information, 
and then outputting the audio and/or video packet excepting for the additional information, Tl)c 
Examiner cites to Fig. 7, controller 14, as classifying the parsing of the audio video packet-s. 
rurning to coL 8, line 45 to col. 9, line 1, we find that Hamada discloses the structure of a 
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controller 14 in Fig. 7, Further^ said t:onlroller comprises an interface bus, RAM, KOM and 
CPU, Jlowcvcr. Hamada f«ils to Iciich a conlrollcr comprises or liinctions as an additional 
information classifier for parsing the audio and or video packet supplied fTom the input portion 
and extracting and outpulting the additional infonnaiion, and then outputting tlie audio and/or 
video packet cxcepling for the additional information. At least for this deficiency the rejection of 
claim 1 5 as being anticipated by Hamada under 35 U.S.C. § 1 02(c) should be withdrawn.

The Examiner rejects claims 3, 4, 6-8, 12 and 13 as allegedly being unpatentable over 
Hamada in view ol'O/.y/z/, et ai (U.S. Patent No. 6,779,195) {'"Ohhr) under 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a)- 
Applicant respectfully traverses this rejection. 

Claim 3 requires an EIT parser for reeeivhig the EIT packet from the NIT parser and out- 
putting additional information. The Hxaminer acknowledgCsS that Hamada fails to disclose an 
EIT parser for receiving the EIT packet from the NIT parser and outputting additional informa- 
tion, 1'hcrcin, the Hxaminer relies on Olshi to teach this clement^ citing to Oishi at col. 6, lines 
1-32 (OA page 8). 

Applicant respectfully submits that Oishi teaches that NIT can be in table format, and 
.such an NIT table format is shown in Fig. 7 (col. 5, lines 22-28). Two descriptors forming part 
of the NIT are described, a satellite delivery system descriptor (DVB) and a service list descrip- 
tor (c^->l. 5, lines 33-35, linos 39-41, lines 49-55). ^ Oishi goes on to leach that in addition to the 
two de.scriptors in NIT. information of Electronic Program Guide is arranged in the (EPG) in the 
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payload (dala) arcii of (he MPEG2 transport packet (col. 5, lines 62-64). EPG information is 
described in ;in SI, a section format table. Finally, a receiver extracts infonnation from the 
section fomiat tabic, which includes EIT, to display it on the display screen (col. 6, lines .3-9). 

Oishi lails to teach or suggef>l receiving an El'l' packet. One of ordinary skill in the art 
would readily recognize that an EI T could be transported as an individual packet, or within a 
larger packet. A packet is a .small amount of computer data sent over a network. Each packet 
contains the address of its origin and destination, and information that connects it to the related 
packets being sent.- Packeli/alion elTcctsS processing of the data. The combination JIamada 
and Oishi fails to teach or suggest receiving an VA V packet. At least for this deficiency the 
rejection of claim 3 as being unpatentable over illamada in view of Oishi under 35 U,S.C, 



Clnjnxl: Applicant respectfully submits that claim 4 is patentable at least by virtue of its 
dependence upon an aliowabic claim. 

Claims 7 and 12. Applicant respectfully submits that claims 7 ai^d 12 arc patentable at 
least by virtue of their dependence up^)n an allowable claim. 

Cl aims 8 an d 13. Applicant respectfully submits that claimvS 8 and 13 are patentable at 
least by virtue of their dependence upon -an allowable claim.
